FOREWORD 


Architecture  is  an  art  which  depends  not  only  upon  architects, 
but  also  upon  the  Public  for  its  success.  Architects  may  conceive 
beautiful  buildings,  but  without  the  Public  to  erect  them  they  will 
be  but  idle  dreams. 

The  Architect  designs,  but  the  Public  must  be  suited.  Public 
taste,  therefore,  as  much  as  architectural  talent  determines  the 
character  of  a  city's  buildings. 

Good  taste  is  engendered  by  comparison.  Without  buildings 
(or  photographs  or  drawings  of  buildings)  to  compare  one  with 
another,  there  would  be  no  material  for  a  standard  of  taste.  Thus, 
opportunities  for  comparison  are  indispensable  to  the  acquirement  by 
a  city  of  good  architecture. 

The  purpose  of  this  exhibition  is  to  afford  such  an  opportunity 
for  comparison.  To  the  architect  it  offers  a  chance  to  compare  his 
work  with  that  of  others;  to  the  Public,  a  criterion  for  gauging  the 
quality  of  its  building  ambitions.  If  the  architect  who  visits  it  leaves 
inspired  to  do  better  work;  if  the  Public  who  visits  it  leaves  with  a 
better  understanding  of  what  constitutes  good  work,  its  object  will 
have  been  accomplished.

OF  THE   PACIFIC  COAST 

This  League  was  organized  in  the  early  part  of  1909  through  the  medium  of  a  Conven- 
tion held  at  Portland,  Oregon,  in  which  the  prime  mover  was  Mr.  E.  F.  Lawrence  of  that 
city. 

It  is  composed  of  the  following  Chapters  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects: 

San  Francisco,  Southern  California  and  Washington  State  and  the  following  Archi- 
tectural Clubs: 

San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Portland  and  Seattle  as  well  as  the  Beaux  Arts  Society  of 
Architects  of  San  Francisco. 

The  objects  of  the  League  are  to  secure: 

1st.  A  closer  affiliation  between  the  various  Chapters  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  and  the  Architectural  Clubs. 

2nd.     The  formation  of  such  organizations  in  cities  where  none  now  exist. 

3rd.     The  holding  of  an  annual  Convention. 

4th.     A  systematically  conducted  circuit  of  Architectural  exhibits. 

5th.     An  organized  scholarship  work. 

The  first  convention  and  exhibit  was  held  in  March,  1909  at  Portland,  the  second  at 
San  Francisco  in  October  of  the  same  year  and  the  third  convention  will  be  in  Los  Angeles 
in  October,  1910. 

The  total  membership  of  the  League  at  present  is  about  five  hundred.

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EDWIN    HOWLAND   BLASHFIELD 


THE  present  collection  of  drawings  and  studies  by  Edwin  Ilowland  Blashfield,  which 
includes  also  photographs  of  the  completed  works,  is  of  unusual  interest  as  show- 
ing the  method  and  manner  of  one  of  the  eminent  artists  of  this  country.  In  ad- 
dition to  arousing  the  interest  of  the  art  lover,  these  drawings  may  present  very  valuable 
lessons  to  the  art  student.  Here  may  be  seen  how  another  man  has  worked;  how  he  did  in 
many  cases  what  the  student  himself  is  striving  to  do. 

Edwin  II.  Blashfield's  reputation  rests  chiefly  upon  his  mural  decorations.  In  Ihis 
field  of  art  he  has  worked  with  great  success,  and  his  decorations  adorn  the  walls  and  ceil- 
ings of  public  buildings  in  many  of  the  large  cities  of  this  country.  One  of  his  important 
works  is  the  decoration  of  the  dome  of  the  Congressional  Library  at  Washington,  of  which 
the  theme.  "The  Progress  of  Civilization)"  is  presented  by  a  series  of  symbolic  figures. 

Edwin  H.  Blashfield  is  an  American  by  birth,  and  although  his  student  days  were  spent 
in  Paris,  he  returned  to  this  country  finally  in  188],  fourteen  years  after  he  had  first  gone 
abroad,  and  he  has  since  made  his  home  in  New  York,  the  city  of  his  birth.  He  has  received 
numerous  honors,  and  has  been  elected  to  membership  in  many  representative  institutions 
and  societies.  He  was  at  one  time  President  of  the  Society  of  American  Artists,  and  he  is 
a  member  of  the  Society  of  Mural  Painters,  of  the  Architectural  League,  of  the  National 
Academy  of  Design,  of  the  Society  of  Arts  and  Letters,  and  he  is  an  honorary  member  of 
the  American  Institute  of  Architects.  He  has  lectured  on  art  at  Columbia  University, 
Yale  University  and  Harvard  University;  he  is  the  author,  in  collaboration  with  Mrs.  Blash- 
field, of  "Italian  Cities":  and  he  is  the  editor  of  a  fine  edition  of  Vasari's  "Lives  of  the 
Painters." 

NO  TE:  Mr.  Blashfield  has  allowed  the  A  rchitectural  League  of  the  Pacific  Coast  to  Exhibit  his  entire 
collection  of  sketches  and  studies  for  the  winter  and  spring. 

Denver  and  Los  Angeles  are  the  first  cities  to  have  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  exhibition.  San  Fran- 
cisco, Portland.  Tacoma  and  Seattle  will  have  the  same  treat  before  the  work  '*  relumed  to  Mr.  Blashfield.
